1951 AM and 1967 FM

Good morning splitters! All the news that's fit to 
split is brought to you today by the friendly folk at 
NEATO radio... 

Our first caller today is Jonathan Furst of 
Albuquerque. He wants to know if his model 233, left- 
hand drive, cargo doors left is the only one still around. 
Unless someone calls in to correct me, I'd have to say 
yes! Jonathan says his 1963 bus was sold to a food 
service in El Paso. Must have been a special order from 
the VW menu. This special Kombi still has a menu 
painted in the left rear corner, though it sat in a junkyard 
from 1971 until 1997 when Jonathan saved it. 

Our correspondent from Bartlett, Tennessee, Patrick 
Findley, checks in with news of his 1960 Microbus. It's 
another bus saved from death by the crusher. Tell us 
about your dedicated friend, Patrick. 

"I bought this bus from a friend of mine in 
Missouri. He bought this bus from a junkyard in 
Wendall, Idaho, near Boise. My friend saw this bus in 
the background of a photograph in a book about 
junkyards. After a few phone calls and exchange of 
some photos, my friend bought the bus and paid some 
crazy guy $500 to deliver it to St. Louis. This bus had 
been sitting in the same place since 1968!" 

What Patrick couldn't tell you on air is that this 
particular Microbus gallantly gave its life to keep another 
1960 and a 1966 on the road. He gets choked up just 
thinking about it. But what better time for a public 
service announcement. Remember, please be sure that 
every split window bus you have is registered for the 
organ donor program in your state. Your dearly departed 
one can live on in another. 
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Jonny Miner from Seattle writes in that he's 
recently repainted, and replaced the sunroof and rubber 
seals on his 1964 Deluxe. From the land of perpetual 
rain, Jonny writes "If I could just get it waterPROOF I 
could die happy." I suspect the rest of us would settle for 
rustPROOF. It would certainly cut down on all the talk 
of junkyards. 

Speaking of junkyards, Michael Heron has a 
challenge for someone out there and it's a tough one. 
Imagine a green 1962 Kombi which is "quite complete" 
and certainly worth saving. Now imagine that it is 
surrounded for 100 feet in every direction by other 
junked cars. Sounds like a helicopter is in order for this 
one. 


Enough talk of death by rust. From Essex, 
Connecticut, Ann and Jim Rolston sing the praises of 
their 1965 Westfalia. It's unrestored, with 74,000 
original miles. The engine is original and runs like a 
dream. The proof is in their 2,500 mile trip through 
Canada last summer. One quart of oil. There is a VW 
bus at both ends of the spectrum, and perhaps at the end 
of the rainbow. 

For Darryl and Heather Fleck of Toronto there was 
magic at the end of the rainbow. Puff the Magic Bus, 
that is. We should all be so lucky. It's a 1962 Westfalia 
SO-34 model with the flip around front seat. Bought for 
only $900 in 1987, the Fleck family used it for camping 
holidays until 1994 when restoration work started. The 
SO-34 model was special indeed. Puff has another 
special option. Originally Dove Grey over Sealing Wax 
Red, paint code SK654C, it's one of very few two-color 
campers. 


Another special color comes in from Wes Taylor of 
Buena Vista, Colorado. It's a 1962 Deluxe, walk- 
through, sunroof, 23-window model. Not so rare so far. 
But with a paint code of SK691D, you won't see another 
like it. That's one solid Dove Blue Deluxe, top and 
bottom. Wes bought the bus in 1992. He "dug around in 
every nook and cranny and in the space under the 
headlight buckets" found an old ESSO receipt with a 
name on it. 411 in Knoxville, Tennessee located a 
number and Wes found the original owners. They were 
thrilled to know the bus was still alive. 

No special colors for Michael Hathaway's 1963 
Single Cab. He lists it as white and rusty. The unique 
past life of this old pickup is that it was previously 
owned by Caterpillar. I can imagine it dwarfed by tons 
of Caterpillar equipment, just doing what VWs do best, 
getting people and things from one place to another. 
Caterpillar traded it to a Chevy dealer who couldn't sell 
it. Michael bought it from the dealer's son, no doubt 
getting the better end of the deal. 


Jim Smolka from Tampa knows how to work a 
VW. Jim has over 300,000 miles on his 1964 Highroof. 
Mardi Gras, Daytona, Cincinnati, the high roof has been 
at them all several times. A Highroof with a rack on top 
would be a sight in itself, but Jim tells of watching races 
with 12 guys on the rack and driving around with 22 
people "in or on it." That's pushing it, Jim.

As I went through the database adding chassis numbers 
and production information, Clara's string of ten entries 
pushed the Registry over the 400 mark.

Sometimes the story 
is hidden behind the facts, but it's still there. Blaine 
Briggs, of Asheville, North Carolina has a 1967 Double 
Cab "in very good original condition with very little 
rust." What stands out in Blaine's story is that faithful 
maintenance record of the previous owners. As Blaine 
points out, the Asheville VW dealer had four ownership 
changes during the life of his pickup and that says a 
whole lot more than I can. 

Another day, another bundle of Registry forms. 
Sometimes the challenge is to pick out the highlights and 
pass them along to NEATO members in some coherent 
format. Easier said than done. So, I'll regress to being 
"cheeky" and sign off until next time. Keep the Registry 
forms coming! The bus you save may be your own.

The Incredible Journey

A few months ago my good friend Kent and I were 
discussing what a great place our home state of Missouri 
is, when we got the idea to do some exploring. We, like 
many others, had been to the mainstream areas like St. 
Louis, Springfield, and Kansas City. But the smaller, 
lesser-known towns often get overlooked as far as 
tourism goes. These are usually historically significant 
and the people are more than happy to engage in conver- 
sation. Toss in a few antique shops and some bus 
hunting and you have the makings of a pleasant trip. 

We decided to take the infamous Brock Bus, a 
really nice vintage almost all original 1960 Deluxe 
complete with Brock Radio & TV logos still on the 
doors. Kent recently finished a rebuilt bastard 40-horse 
so we anticipated no mechanical trouble. 

The trip started on a bright & sunny Saturday 
morning from Fort Zumwalt Park in O’Fallon, as a 
tribute to all the wonderful *Buses by the Arch" events 
held there. We headed out 44 to get a little Route 66 
blood flowing. Exiting the highway around Union, we 
jumped on 50 and decided to visit our old friends in 
Freeburg, Mike & Laura McCurdy, who own B & C 
Auto. Acres of VWs and parts. Luckily the buses are 
right up front so we've never had to drag tools down into 
the valley for Bug or Ghia junk. These people are out 
there in the sticks, but they do incredible restoration & 
mechanical work. So it is probably worth the drive, 
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unless you're in Jefferson City (they are about 15 miles 
southeast of there). 

We hung around long enough for Kent to find a 
ribbed truck rear bumper in nice shape, up in the rafters 
in the shop. The same rafters that Brian Wittling found a 
°67 NOS rear bus bumper a mere few years ago. I think 
B & C rotates stock in their ceiling. I didn't get anything 
but I did make a new friend: a box turtle checking out the 
SplitZine sticker on my tool box. I asked him if he'd like 
to go with us and he said, “Sure.” So we named him 
Hornbutton. He smiled and we loaded up and left. 

We cruised down 63, the sun gently filtering 
through the windows and warming the bus like a big 
giant Glade Plug-In. It was breathtaking to say the least. 
You should have been there. 

So far our trek placed us right in the center of the 
state. Very poor planning in the navigational dept. We 
had heard of some early Deluxes in Knob Lick but we 
were headed in the wrong direction, so we decided to 
give it up for now. The sun was beginning to go down so 
we stopped for the night in Mark Twain National Forest. 
Camping in a Deluxe is about the same as camping in a 
Ghia - you can't. I don't mean Deluxes are not for 
camping, but Kent likes to keep the middle seat in and 
the bus was filled up with all of our stuff anyway. We 
should have brought a tent, that's all I can say about that. 

The sun came up and as fate would have it, another 


bus was in view. We headed for the showers and mean- 
dered past what turned out to be a ^70 Westy. A young 
kid owned it, and he seemed excited when he found out 
what we arrived in. New to buses, he wanted a split, but 
thought that old a vehicle might not be practical so he 
settled for a bay window. Remind me to say a prayer for 
the poor misguided youth of today. 

All packed up and on the road again, we headed 
down 60 en route to Peace Valley. I had heard a while 
back about a small car repair shop with two split window 
tow trucks for service vehicles. When we got there, we 
stopped for gas and hadn't even asked the whereabouts 
of the service station yet when some old farmers comple- 
mented Kent's bus. They suggested we stop at 
Diebidandts Garage and see the “tow motors." (you know 
how old people talk). After some directions - left at the 
church, right at the theater, etc. - we found it. All I can 
say is, if it were up to me, I'd buy one and tow the Brock 
bus the rest of the way home. A '62 and a '67, both 
Single Cabs with some crazy hydraulic hook-lift-type- 
thing in the beds. The rear wheel wells were cut on the 
'62, and the usual array of CB antennas and oversized 
mirrors graced both trucks. We almost had two nice sets 
of gates to go home with, but cousin Jethro got a little 
crazy one night in the shed with the tractor, and now 
some large grotesque shelving unit looking metal panels 
are all that's left of a once beautiful thing. Some photos 
and some jaw jackin' later, we were off. 

The ride west was quiet and a trip to the rear for a 
cold beverage revealed an extra large turtle turd near the 
cooler. However, Hornbutton was nowhere in sight. 
After a roadside search and rescue turned up nothing, we 
assumed the worst. Our little prehistoric ancestor pal had 
ditched us and was probably hitchin' a ride back to 
Freeburg. 

Not much happened for the next few days except 
some barn trespassing, antique shopping, and a garage 
sale in Moundville that turned up a couple of the craziest 
human-powered snowplows we'd ever seen! 

The next day, near Spickard, Kent ran over some- 
thing large and dead in the middle of the road and part of 
his muffler fell off. Actually, it just came loose and 
instantly turned the 40-horse into a modified 427 with 
glass packs, or at least that's how it sounded for a mile or 
so. 

We finally found a spot to pull over and fix it, at the 
almost renovated Boondocker Inn. It looked abandoned, 
but shortly into our pit stop a Santa Clause look-alike 
wearing a tool belt and chewing on a nail strolled out to 
greet us. 

“You boys doin’ all right? I heard ya comin’ up the 
road a ways. Sounded like a bearing in a boxcar. Yes, it 


sure did." 

I liked him immediately. Kent found him annoying 
and took a little getting used to. We fixed the muffler 
and spent the rest of the day hangin' out with Ben, retired 
carpenter and owner of the Boondocker. He taught us 
some carpentry, a lot about tools, and even a little about 
the ladies. That night he lent a finished room and we 
bought him breakfast at the Little Bear Waffle Shop in 
the morning. Soon it was time to say goodbye. Ben is 
not someone I will soon forget from our voyage. 

Once on the road we headed east to Thousand Hills 
State Park for some hiking and on to Chapter 2.

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The Gandywagen 
' by Joe Gunyan 


While living on Long Island, N.Y. a friend living 
out east 60 miles away (Long Island is 120 miles long) 
told me of an unusual VW bus he heard of from a fellow 
enthusiast, so I called to get the phone number of the 
man who had it. I made arrangements to go see his 
collection of old cars. 

The man had worked as a rural postman and in 20 
years of service had gathered a yard full of old tractors, 
Model A's, boats, and whatever else could be had for 
"free". He was in his mid-seventies and felt it was time 
to sell off some of his treasures. 

So I got there, walked into the woods and looked 
over the Gandywagen. It had flat tires and was sitting in 
thick leaves and pine needles. It was hard to really see 
the railroad equipment, but it was very similar to the 
historic photos. I wasn't in the position to purchase it, 
space and time were scarce to start the project. 

Around two years later and after referring it's 
availability to other VW junkies, no one else had bought 
it either. There was one fellow who professed to have 
bought it, but after stopping to visit the old man on a 
parts travelling trip, the old guy said he was bothered by 
this fellow several times, but he never gave him a deposit 
to buy the van. 

So I asked, "would you sell it to me"? We agreed 
on a price, a deposit was made, and I was then the owner! 
I made several calls to local friends about finally pur- 
chasing it. Then a deluge of long distance inquiries came 
in. It seems west coast folks had heard of it's existence 
and wanted info. 

About two months later I went with a friend, Tim 
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McDermott, to get this 
"Rarest of the Type II 
Commercials" that are left 
in the United States. 
Sorry, getting a U.S. 
based historically signifi- 
cant VW saves our 
heritage. Finding them 
world-wide is okay, but 
let's look in our backyard 
first! 

We took four tires 
and a floorjack and 
towbar. Once we got it 
out of the woods and up in 
the air we could see all the 
railroad equipment that 


was intact in the chassis area. The four railwheels were 
all free-turning and useable. 

It was then flat towed across the island. Enroute we 
were stopped by "Johnny Law" - two police officers told 
us to please take it off their state highway and move it on 
the local road. The felt that it was a bit unsafe to tow at 
highway speeds. 

During my search for information I was told of T.F. 
Contracting in Lynbrook, N.Y. They were a Long Island 
Railroad sub-contractor who owned the Rail Service 
fleet. Unfortunately, the grandfather had retired and his 
service books were gone. They contacted him and he 
didn't have any photos, but he knew the equipment and 
said he purchased them at Doore Volkswagen in Roselyn, 
Long Island. This was also gone several years back, but 
they were bought from VW. 

This shows how when VW could sell commercial 
vehicles they were involved in a lot of specialized stuff. 


Operating the Gandywagen: 

1. Position vehicle over tracks. 

2. Engine has a dual mount generator stand - second 
position has a hydraulic pump with on/off flow valves. 

3. Under the center of the bus there is a 2' x 5' box 
frame welded to the chassis frame. In the box frame 
there are hydraulic pistons attached to a scissor-jack 
assembly. On the side of the bus is an access door to a 
hydraulic control valve. When the engine is running and 
the flow valves are open and the hydraulic pump is 
engaged, fluid travels via tubing to the on/off control 
valve then to the pistons. As the pistons fill, the scissor- 
jack expands to raise the bus. There are two parallel 
hollow box steel tubes that are welded to a metal "lazy- 
susan" swivel assembly attached to the legs of the 
scissor-jack. These tubes are spun across the railroad 


tracks and there are notches at the ends of the tubes so 
they lock into the tracks. At the front and rear bumper 
areas of the bus there are metal bars welded to the chassis 
where a 2' x 5' box frame is attached. Inside this box 
frame are four (one for each corner of the bus) railroad 
wheels which retract and lock in up or down position. 
The first wheels guide and also have brakes (ATE 
German!). These brakes engage via the brake cylinder. 
There is a divert valve in the bus's brakes, which when 
the front railroad wheels are locked in the down position 
operate the railroad brakes, and the front highway wheel 
brakes are disabled. The back highway wheels of the bus 
have longer axle which match the width of the railroad 
tracks. They drive and stop the bus and the rear extended 
bumper railroad wheels guide it. After you have aligned 
the bus with the tracks, you retract the scissor-jack and 
you safety strap it into place. 

Then the bus is ready to cruise! When the run is 
finished, go to the nearest road crossing to get off. 

My hopes are to restore the bus. I already have 
paint codes matches from the Long Island Railroad and 
also got the large logo decals from the historical society 
of the railroad. When finished, this will be a museum 
piece, either for a VW collector or perhaps at one of 
Pennsylvania's Roundhouse Railroad displays someday. 


CHOO CHOO WAGENS

In the August issue of the AUTOIST, the VW 
diehards from Wellington, New Zealand, requested 
information and pictures about VW transporters used by 
the Long Island Railroad. Mr. Thomas M. Goodfellow, 
President and General Manager of the LIRR, was most 
cooperative in sending our club secretary information 
and pictures about the GANDY-WAGON. 

Choo Choo Wagens, as we like to call them, first 
appeared on the tracks of the LIRR several years ago, 
and since have grown to a fleet of six. As a result of 
their experimental work, many other railroads throughout 
the country are using them for track work. These cars are 
only used when a desired point cannot be reached by 
highway. Whenever on the track, the drivers must 
conform to all standard railroad operating procedures and 
have permission from train dispatchers in order not to 
interfere with regular train schedules. 

Converting the car for rail use is a simple process 
which requires only one man. The cars pivot easily by 
means of an electrically driven jack located in the 
middle. The operator lines up the retractable front 


flanged wheels and rear ones with the rails. The car 
rides on the front flanged wheels and on its own two rear 
wheels. The rear wheels are turned iriside out so the car 
tread just matches the 4 foot, 8-1/2 inch gauge of the 
rails. Power is transmitted through the car's own rear 
wheels, the rear flanged wheels act only as guides. 

Some of my wildest dreams have come true. Asa 
lad I dreamed of scaling Mount Everest. On his last 
expedition, Sir Edmond Hillary found me as skilled a 
climber as any. Mae West once asked me to come up 
and see her some time, needless to say I accepted her 
invitation. Like every American boy I've always wanted 
to ride up front in a locomotive with the engineer. Since 
seeing the GANDY WAGON I've changed my mind. 
Mr. Goodfellow, do you think it could be arranged for 
me to ride in one of your trucks someday?
